HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS MAKE 
GREAT SHOWING 

Holstein-Friesian breeders did both 
themselves and their breed credit in 
the splendid showing that they made 
in the ring of the Canadian National 
Exhibition last week. They were out 
in force, 12 herds being represented 
by 192 individual entries. Not only 
did the number of exhibits tespeak 
the popularity of the Holstein-Fries- 
ians but the quality of exhibits ex- 
plained that popularity. Every sec- 
tion of Ontario was represented in the 
list, but in this as in many previous 
years the “cream” came from Oxford 
County, one breeder of that county, 
A. E. Hulet of Norwich, capturing 
first in 13 of the 25 sections, as well 
as three championships and two yrand 
championships. 

Mr. Hulet’s success was due in no 
small measure to the splendid fitting 
of his animals, they being in the pink 
of condition. The greatest factor in 
accounting for his success, however, 
is the fact that he and the judge, 
Mr. James Rettie, have the same ideal 
of what constitutes proper Holstein-

Friesians and dairy type. Almost 
without fail Mr. Rettie picked for 
animals of substance,—the deep-bodied 
low-down kind that give evidence of 
constitution and feeding capacity of 
the first order. 

All of the herds were from Ontario, 
the Colony Farm Herd of British Col- 
umbia, that received so much atten- 
tion last year not coming east this 
year. Some of the old faces were 
missed from the ring, notably Haley 
Bros., of Springford, who were al- 
most as successful last year as was 
Mr. Hulet this year. On the other 
hand, a few new exhibitors were 
along. Sir Henry Pallatt, whose buy- 
er has been prominent at all the great 
dispersion and auction sales of the 
last year, was out with a fine string. 
K. R. Marshall, Dunbarton, had 
some splendid entries, and R. M. Holt- 
by of Manchester was this year first 
seen as an exhibitor of Holstein- 
Friesians at Toronto. Other principal 
exhibitors were: Gordon S. Gooder- 
ham, Bedford Park; Lakeview Farm, 
Bronte; Tig Wood, Mitchell; C. J. 
Pearce, Ostrander; Sunnybrook Farm, 
Eglinton; Clarence C. Kettle, Wilson- 
ville; R. F. Hicks, Newtonbrook and 
John C. Boeck, Toronto. 

Competition throughout was of the 
keenest. In several classes entries 
numbered over a dozen and many of 
the placings were made on very small 
points of difference. Many third and 
fourth prize animals were almost if 
not altogether as desirable as the one 
in first place. The fact that most of 
the herds were brought out in pro- 
per show yard fit did not make the 
judge’s task any easier. Only one 








herd, that of a comparatively new 
exhibitor at Toronto, was in poor con- 
dition, and the breed would have 
been better represented had many of 
that herd been kept at home. Breed- 
ers will learn by experience, how- 
ever, the value of proper fitting where 
judgment turns on such small points. 

Mr. Rettie showed the type he fav- 
ored in the very first class placed, 
the mature bulls. Prince Abbekerk 
Mercena, Hulet’s winner, is a bull of 
unusual depth, close to the ground, 
and a typical Holstein-Friesian. Good- 
erham’s Prince Malta De Kol, in 
second place, was perhaps of some- 
what better type than the winner, but 
not being so mature, did not show 
to as good advantage. Osler’s Lake- 
view Farm entry, Count Hengerveld 
Fayne De Kol, made a splendid ap- 
pearance in the ring, being possessed 
of both size and style. He is, how- 
ever, a little too high off the ground 
and a little narrow all the way 
through, to win in such company. 
Logan Prince Schuiling, winner of 
the $500 prize two years ago, shown 
by Tig Wood, was no more success- 
ful this year than last. While of 
splendid substance, he is too coarse 
and beefy. 

The two-year-old class brought out 
only three entries and here again the 
judge stuck to his type, his pick for 
first place being Hulet’s Woodland 
Schuiling Sarcastic, a low-down bull 
of great substance, but lacking in 
style and finish as compared with 
Pearce’s Sir Homewood Fayne in sec- 
ond place. Sir Natoye Oakland, the 
Sunnybrook Farm entry, was third. 

We would like to make extensive 
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mention of the placings and reasons 
therefore of the various classes, but 
space does not permit. Only in one 
class was the judge’s decision seri- 
ously criticised on the ring side. In 
placing the senior bull calves Mr. 
Rettie selected for first honors a calf 
with a wonderfully deep strong body, 
but rather a plain head. Mr. Mar- 
Shall’s calf in third place was a little 
further off the ground but almost 
equally deep and strong and had an 
ideal head and a very stylish appear- 
ance. As one visitor put it: “If you 
could put the head of Marshall’s bull 
on the body of Hulet’s, you would 
have an ideal animal.” Many favor- 
ed the Marshall bull for first place. 
The hardest point to understand in 
the placing of this class was why 
Mr. Hick’s entry, which was further 
away from Mr. Rettie’s type than the 
third bull, should have been sand- 
wiched in between the two.—Farm 
and Dairy.

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VASELINE AND A. R. O. TESTS, 
By J. G. Hays. 

“Got a neighbor who larded vase- 
line onto his cow he was testin’ and 
then stripped it off in the pail. 
Didn’t make any world’s record, but 
looks kind a ’spicious to me!” 

A remark similar to the above was 
offered so frequently by men running 
A. R. O. tests on farms where I was 
acting as test supervisor, that I 
finally decided to run a few experi- 
ments to determine whether vaseline 
getting into the milk pail could raise 
the test of the milk. Below are my 
results, duplicate tests being run 
throughout. 

Normal milk—3.5, 3.5. 

Vaseline, lump size of hazelnut, 
added to a large portion of normal 
milk, then samples taken—3.5, 3.5. 

Vaseline melted and added to large 
portion normal milk, then samples 
taken—3.5, 3.5. 

Vaseline added to acid used in con- 
ducting test, the vaseline being in 
lumps, some of which could be seen 
entering test bottles—4.5, 4.2. 

Vaseline smeared in neck of test 
bottles, normal milk used for sam- 
ples—3.9, 4.2. 

Vaseline melted, two drops intro- 
duced into each test bottle normal 





milk used for samples—3.8, 3.8. 

In the above tests milk from the 
same large sample was used through- 
out for test bottle samples. The tests 
were run at the same time under 
same conditions, the vaseline being 
the only differing factor. 


Where vaseline was actually intro- 





duced into the test bottle, the fat 


reading was increased. However the 
fat column was darkened and the me- 
nisci were very indistinct, so that any 
tester could see at a glance something 
was wrong. 

I do not expect the scientific world 
to fall back astounded at the intri- 
cacy of these experiments, nor do I 
expect the Noble Prize, but if the re- 
sults will relieve the anxiety of some 
cow-pumpers who worry concerning 
neighbors who used vaseline on an 
animal — probably short-teated or 
sore-teated — during A. R. O. test, 
I am satisfied.

This is 
not the record price which Colorado 
bred herd-headers have brought, but 
it indicates the possibilities of the 
breeding business for the man who 
will handle pure bred dairy cattle of 
high quality in the Rocky Mountain 
Section. 

The fact that the high altitude, dry 
climate, and abundant alfalfa of the 
Rocky Mountain region develops su- 
perior constitution and vigor, makes 
western bred dairy bulls most desir- 
able to head herds and the demand 
for them great. 

Eastern breeders have overlooked 
the recent dairy development of the 
West and particularly the demand for 
pure bred sires for grading up herds 











and the field is an open one which 
Western breeders are unable to sup- 
ply at this time, to say nothing of 
the increased demands of the future, 
Western farmers who start now in 
the business of breeding pure bred 
dairy cattle will be richly rewarded.

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THE STORY OF FORTY-TWO 
COWS 

A short time ago, we tried to de- 
scribe the type of cows we aim to 
choose for the Brookside herd. In our 
buying, we have had experiences and 
experiences. We believe the story of 
two loads of cows as revealed by our 
ledger sheets will be of interest. The 
first was purchased May 29, 1910, near 
Elgin, Ill. It was bought of a targe 
dealer. Out of the twenty cows, five 
were dry and were bought to be in 
calf for late summer and early fall 
freshening. The cows had the size and 
quality and were in superb condition. 
The writer was then an amateur at 
the game and did not handle the cows 
for calves or mouth them for age. We 
did not believe in the tuberculin test 
but took certificates as an extra pre- 
caution. The cows shipped well and 
although they had excellent treatment 
the first year did not have either the 
feed or the care that they later re- 
ceived. We did not appreciate the 
value of daily records. We did not 
begin this feature of our work until 
Jan. 27, 1911. On September first, 
seven of the largest and best cows in 
the herd reacted. Then the writer 
and his father were no longer passive 
toward the test; they were hostile. 
The story is the detailed record of 
each cow. In the following, all milk 
production prior to Jan. 27, 1911, is 
estimated. 





1.—Calved on the way home; pro- 
duction to Jan. 27, 8,000 lIb.; till Dec. 
29, 1911 made 9,794 lb. when she

4.—Another of the same lot at the 
same price which has made 15,407 Ib.

THE COMING OF THE SILO 

The need for economic production 
of stock and stock products has been 
apparent for several years. While the 
producer has complained of lack of 
profit in the business, the consumer 
on the other hand has been demand- 
ing cheaper meat and dairy products. 
Here the silo seems to come in as a 
peacemaker and certainly as a means 
of furnishing relief to both producer 
and consumer. The economy of the 
silo has been thoroughly demonstrated 
by the experiment stations throughout 
the country. Seven or eight of the 
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Central States have conducted tests 
pointing to the fact that corn silage 
lowers materially the cost of making 
beef, mutton and milk. The Indiana, 
Iowa and Missouri stations find that 
beef can be made from $1 to $1.50 per 
hundred pounds cheaper by the use 
of the silo. Several other states also 
demonstrated about the same saving. 
The saving in the cost of butter-fat 
produced runs from 8 to 10 cents per 
pound and in rearing young stock or 
producing mutton, there was a corre- 
sponding saving. 

The great convenience of the silo 
is a factor which most silo users are 
enthusiastic in describing. When the 
weather is cold and disagreeable and 
the roads snowy or muddy, the silo 
is certainly a great boon and it is 
easier, as one stock feeder mentioned, 
to feed a hundred head of cattle with 
a silo than twenty-five without it. The 
storage space is also on an economic 
basis. Practically eight times more 
food can be stored in a silo, ton for 
ton, than hay in a mow. 


Another essential feature of the silo 
the the beneficial effect on the cattle. 
Cattle can be kept in a thrifty, grow- 
ing condition in the winter months. 
Milking stock will produce fully as 
well when fed silage as they do when 
on the best of pasture. Fully a year 
can be saved in the development of 
young stock if they are kept growing 
and not allowed to get a setback dur- 
ing the critical seasons of fall and 
winter. By the use of the silo this is 
easily accomplished. 


The adoption of the silo is a great 
conservation movement for it is ap- 
parent there is now a fearful waste 
of stock food in the way of corn- 
stalks and leaves. It is estimated that 
the value of Nebraska’s corn crop last 
year was about $80,000,000. When 
we realize that this was a poor corn 
year and that much of the value of 
the corn never reached the form of 
grain, it is safe to assume that 50 
per cent of the nutriment of the corn 
crop remained in the stalk and leaves 
and it is also safe to say that the 
great bulk of the nutriment was lost 
through weathering and freezing and 
exposure to the elements. Then to 
state that Nebraska farmers lost in 
the neighborhood of sixty to eighty 
millions worth of foodstuffs which 
they had already grown, is an as- 
tounding fact, but it is quite true 
nevertheless. Of course all of this 
waste cannot be saved for there will 
always be much corn grown in the 
state for grain purposes only, but a 
through the silo and where stock are 
fed it certainly should be the method 
of putting up the corn plant. 
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In many parts of the state severe 
losses were reported from corn-stalk 
disease in both cattle and horses. 


This loss could be easily prevented 


by putting the corn in the silo. I 
believe the loss from this one source 
in the past ten years would build 
practically all the silos needed on the 
farms of the state. There were also 
many animals lost from the expos- 
ure to cold and hunger. This was 
the “Price of the Prairie,” or the 
cost of the experience in finding the 
best methods of coping with the con- 
ditions of the country. 

New conditions have confronted our 
people and here certainly is one. The 
cost of stock food in the past few 
years has. steadily grown higher. 
Grain and hay have now reached a 
price where it is difficult, under farm 
conditions, to derive a profit by the 
old method of feeding. The silo, how- 
ever, offers an opportunity to not 
only cope with the situation but ac- 
tually to produce our stock and stock 
products lower than we did in the 
days of cheap hay and grain. So the 
time has come when the prosperous 
man must take up a new method in 
order to meet the present conditions 
end those who build silos will find 
the truth of the statement that “The 
silo is now the solution of the stock 
industry.”—H. R. Smith, University 
of Minnesota, in Michigan Dairy 
Farmer.

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ARE COWS PAYING BOARD 
By J. B. Fitch, K. S. A. C. 

The cow-testing associations are 
doing a wonderful good for dairy- 
men. By checking up on the cows . 
as is done in these associations where 
the milk is weighed at each milking, 
tested once a month, and the feed 
estimated, a deeper interest is cre- 
ated in dairying, and better yet, the 
farmer is able to find out and dispose 
of the robber cow, and thereby in- 
crease his profits. Usually the farmer 
keeps fewer cows with increased 
profit. 

It may not be possible for your 
community to have a cow-testing as- 
sociation, but every farmer can have 
one of his own no matter how many 
cows he has or what kind they are. 
Our plan is this: Weigh the milk 
from each cow at each milking and 
find out how much milk they give in 
a year. Take a sample of the milk 
from eight or ten milkings each month 
and test it by the Babcock method 
for butter fat, using this as the av- 
erage for the month, and in this 
way you can tell how much butter fat 
they have produced. You can easily 
estimate the feed they eat during the 
summer months when they are on 
pasture, and it will take very little

time to weigh the feeds once a month 
during the winter, and this will give 
you an accurate estimate of what it 
costs to keep your cows during the 
year. 

You will say that a man who milks 
cows besides his regular farm work 
is too busy to keep records of his 
cows. He generally is busy, but if he 
will take the time to keep records of 
his cows he will not be so busy later 
on. He will soon dispose of his poor 
cows, and will not only have more time 
but will also think more of the cows 
he has left, and also take better care 
of them. You must measure the profit 
of your cows from what they bring 
you after they have paid their board 
bill, and you'll find that no farming 
operation pays so large dividends for 
the time expended as does the time 
you spend in finding out what your 
cows bring in after paying their 
board. 

I have asked several men if the 
keeping of milk records of their cows 
was as great a task as they at first 
supposed. The answer usually is that 
while it takes some time, a person be- 
comes so interested that he does not 
notice the time, and it is indeed a 
profitable amusement. 

The Dairy Department of the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College will 
furnish milk sheets free to those who 
wish to co-operate with them in ob- 
taining some data on average Kan- 
sas dairy herds. The milk weights 
from each cow are put on the month- 
ly sheets furnished, and at the end of 
the month the sheet is sent to the 
Dairy Department where the weights 
are added up and the total milk for 
the month tabulated. The sheets are 
then returned to the farmer, which 
serve as a permanent record of his 
herd, and the twelve monthly sheets 
will show the work of his hera for 
the year. At the end of the year the 
college will also be able to give him 
a statement of the work of his cows. 

It is well to get an estimate of feed 
consumed, and also to have the milk 


tested from each cow every month or! 


every other month so that an estimate 
of the butter produced can be ob- 
tained. If you have no Babcock 
tester, or cannot get your local cream 
buyer to test your samples, send them 


the per cent of fat, and the amount 
of milk a cow gives is a better guide 
than knowing the per cent of fat. The 
per cent of fat in milk means noth- 
ing unless we know the amount of 





to the Dairy Department by express 
or Parcels Post, where you can get 
them tested free of charge. 

While it is best to test the milk 
for butter fat, do not hesitate to keep 
records because you have no tester. 
The amount of milk your cows pro- 
duce varies within wider limits than 


milk a cow gives. 


If you are interested in knowing 
what your cows are doing, send to 
the Dairy Department of the College 
for milk sheets, get a pair of scales, 
and declare war against the unprofit- 
able cow.—Kansas Farmer. 


Colorado Board of Health and 3 
Holstein Cows’ Milk 


The Colorado State Board of 
Health recently issued an article on 
babies containing the following: 

“In regard to cow's milk, the pub- 
lic naturally wish to get the worth 
of their money, and a minimum stand- 
ard of butter-fat should be main- 
tained; yet it appears to be true that 
very rich Jersey milk is more liable 
to cause constipation and other gas- 











troenteric disturbances than milk poorer in fat, say of the Holstein breed.

THE DAIRY SIRE 

Hiram Smith before a Missouri in- 
stitute was once asked—“What would 
you buy if going into the dairy busi- 
ness?” He replied—“a bull:” Col- 
orado dairymen have purchased bulls 
some of which are “licensed” dairy 
bulls, some without license (or pedi- 
gree) and the remainder are home- 
grown mongrels unfit to head any 
herd, either dairy or beef. The state- 
ment that—‘“a good sire is one-half 
the herd, while a poor one is all of 
it” should have much significance for 
the dairyman. 

Two cow testing associations have 
been organized in this state by the 
U. S. Dairy Division. In these asso- 
ciations are forty-seven of the most 
representative dairymen who own one 
thousand cows. Thirty-seven per 
cent of these herds are headed by 
grade or scrub bulls. When we con- 
sider the seven thousand dairy herds 
of the state, the cows of which aver- 
age a trifle more than one hundred 
pounds of fat the past year, then can 
be seen how vital is the question of 
the dairy sire when it is the only 
available means of raising the produc- 
tive standard of our herds. 

For the average dairyman the best 
course to pursue is the purchase of 
a bull calf on the strength of his an- 
cestors, preferably the dam, and 
trust that he will transmit the de- 
sirable characteristics to a high de- 
gree. In the selection of a sire give 
reliance to close ancestry, in prefer- 
ence to blood of the fourth,, ,fifth and 
sixth generations. We so often hear 
a man say that his bull is a Golden 
Lad or a De Kol, when an examina- 
tion of the pedigree shows the famous 
individual is five or six generations 
distant, which means about one and a 
half to three per cent. of the noted in- 
dividuals blood. 





When purchasing a sire, see if pos- 
sible his dam. She should be of good 
size for the breed, a regular breeder, 
possess a strong constitution and vi- 
tality, with well developed barrel and 


mammary system and have made aj 


good yearly official record. 

The history of dairying in the vlder 
dairy sections is a history of pure 
bred dairy sires, and why should Col- 
orado dairymen be so long in apply- 
ing time tried methods that have 
proven the success of this industry 
in other states.

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GLUTEN FEED 


Gluten feed is a by-product from 
the manufacture of corn syrup. It 
is commonly a mixture of all the ref- 
use except the germ; is more bulky, 
more granular and less feverish than 
corn meal; is fed largely in connec- 
tion with corn silage, thus making a 
balanced ration; is not particularly 
palatable, though there is seldom any 
difficulty in getting animals to eat it. 
Gluten is used almost exclusively for 
milk production for it stimulates the 
milk flow. The feverish quality of 
corn meal exists to some extent in glu- 
ten and when fed excessively to cows 
it may cause inflamation of the ud- 
der, injure the animal’s digestion 
and shorten the life of the animal. 

Gluten feeds are not very suitable 
for other animals. Sheep and swine 
find it very unpalatable and it is a 
poor feed for fattening purposes, al- 
falfa and oil meal being much more 
suitable. 

Ordinary gluten runs about twen- 
ty-five percent protein and is one of 
the high priced but standard teeds 
for milk production.
